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Flr«t Rear Admirals. 
T he first rear adm irals in the Untt- 
•d S tates navy were commissioned in 
1862, when that rank w as created by 
act of congress. 
David F arr a gut, for 
his valor in the Civil war, was made 
vice adm iral in 2864, and two years 
la ter the rank of adm iral in the U nit­ 
ed S tates navy w as established for 
the purpose of honoring him. 
The 
grade of adm iral w as revived in 1N99 
and conferred upon 
George Dewey, 
the hero of Manila. The highest rank 
of the American naval officers in ac­ 
tive service was, up to a short tim e 
ago, that of rear adm iral. 
The title 
adm iral was first used in France, and 
the first French adm iral was appoint­ 
ed in 1284. 
A few years later the 
title was adopted by the English, and 
the rank of adm iral of the English 
seas was first given to William de Ley- 
hourne by Edw ard I in 121)7.

He said th at if 
other sources of income failed him, he 
could w rite the Lord’s prayer on Ills 
thum b nail. 
Dickens used to w rite a 
large spraw ling hnnd in his younger 
days when a journalist. He ended with 
a rath er small cram ped style, which 
w as nil the more difficult to rend be­ 
cause he was fond of w riting In blue 
ink on bine paper and making a great 
num ber of interlineations. The flour­ 
ishes a t the bottom of his signature 
Increased In thickness and number w ith 
years, a fact that might lead to the 
conclusion th at Dickens’ 
vigor 
also 
grew, for the late Professor Dowden 
speaks of "th at superabundant vitality 
which, 
when 
lie 
w rote 
the 
nam e 
‘Charles Dickens,’ produced* such a 
whirl of flourishes before the pen could 
rest,”—London Observer. 


M anners In- 1667. 
How' system atically m anners were 
taught to children in the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries may be gauged 
from the fact th at the m anual by E ras­ 
mus on this branch of education, “Do 
C ivllitate Morurn,” ran into 180 edi­ 
tions In various languages w ithin a 
century or so, and was, moreover, the

of

Clvtlite Nouvelle,” published 1067. it is 
evident th a t cleanliness was not re­ 
garded as a factor in good breediug.

The practice of w ashing In w ater 
w eakens the eyesight, brings on tooth­ 
ache, coughs and colds, and m akes the 
face sallow, and also m ore susceptible 
to cold in w inter and to the heat of 
the sun in sum m er.” 


Early Britons a Forest Race. 
English forests have been associ­ 
ated w ith some m ilitary purpose from 
tho 
earliest 
tim es. 
W hen Cnracta- 
cus and Bondieea wrere vainly trying 
to resist the legions of Rome B ritain 
was densely wooded, and Caesar de­ 
scribed the B ritons as a true forest 
race. 
T heir m ilitary tactics consist­ 
ed In retreating hastily to the depths 
of the woods, after delivering an un­ 
successful attack, and ham pering the 
Roman lino of m arch by blocking the 
rough tracks with felled trees. T heir 
villages, or “tow ns,” w ere m erely m u­ 
tual protection wdthfn large clearings 
made In the forests and guarded by 
ram p, ditch and intertw ined branches 
of thorny trees. 
The woods abounded 
with gam e and the chase form ed one 
of the chief moans of subsistence.

High prices, due to the war. have caused the twenty-three Illinois in­ 


stitutions under the control cf the Department of Pub lic Welfare to save 


wherever possib le and a strenuous effort has b een made to increase the 


yield of their farms and gardens. 


In certain state institutions the saving of leaves started a year ago 


and this last year has b een greatly increased. 


One of the state hospitals for the insane sent their teams and wag­ 


ons into a neighb oring town and with patient lab or, and without fest to the 


citizens, gathered up leaves from the streets and manure from the alleys, 


using the material in fertilizing the institution land. 
This has b een very 


profitab le to the state as Is evidenced b y a most excellent yield of corn 


and other crops, which are unsurpassed in q uality and productiveness b y 


any of the farms in the community. 
Outdoor work has not only improved 


the patients’ health b ut has lessened the expense of their maintenance and 


care. 


The state farms consist of ab out 10,000 acres of land. 
For the three 


past fiscal years ended June 30th, the yield from the farms, gardens and 


dairies was. for 19 16,‘$330,000; for 19 17, $39 0,000; and for 19 18 , $549 ,- 


000. 
It is estimated that the crops for this calendar year, up to Decemb er 


31, 19 18 , including those unharvested, will am ount to at least $78 0,000. 


This tremendous crop is not only due to a favorab le season b ut to 


the work of the state authorities in conserving the fertility of the land.

He has told Germany that if the German people gain control of the 


government, that we may grant an armistice, b ut only on the terms that 


the allied military chiefs set forth— such terms as will destroy any chance 


of Germany continuing the war should the outcome of the peace conference 


b e not to her liking. 


Either route which Germany may take means ab solute and uncondi­ 


tional surrender. Her alternative is to continue the war, and Prince Max, 


German chancellor, says that unless Germany can get a "peace of justice” 


she will continue to defend the Fatherland. 


If Germany got a peace of justice, not a single German soldier nor a 


single German m ilitarist would b e left ab ove the sod on this whole earth. 


Germany will get a b etter peace than a peace of justice. 


If Germany is not sufficiently punished to accept the ultimatum of the 


president now, which is likely, she will continue the vain struggle until such 


a time as the German armies are completely annihilated or until the 
Ger­ 


man people rise against their rulers and force them to surrender. 


The president’s note Is frank and straightforw ard.

HANG THESE UP TO READ DAILY 


BEFORE FIXING THE FIRE look at the tem perature of the house 


and the weather prob ab ilities and b e governed accordingly. 


KEEP FUEL BED MODERATELY THICK. 
Except in emergency, do 


not check fire b y opening fire door. While this causes the fire to b urn at a 


slower rate the larger q uantity of cold air passing over the fire chills the 


heater and carries the heat up the chimney. 
Avoid overheating b y regu­ 


lation of dampers. Never leave drafts on full except when ab solutely nec­ 


essary and then only for a short time. 


IN MILD WEATHER do not shake all the ashes off the grate b ut leave 


a layer of ashes b etween the grate and the active fuel b ed as an effective 


check on the draft. 


KEEP THE SOOT CLEANED OFF from all heating surfaces and flues. 


CLOSE THE ASH PIT DOOR when you shake the fire. 
This prevents 


tho fine ashes from b eing carried up through the fire b y the draft and sett- 


liBg on the heating Eurfaces and clogging the flues. 


IX) NOT SHAKE DOWN BURNING COAL. 
Keep the ash pit cleaned 


out. A pile of ashes in the ash pit may result In b urning out the grate.

Enthusiastic Book Collector. 


EJght holmes full of books was the 
final collection of the world’s great­ 
est book collector when he passed 
away.

“no collection so vast as ids has since 
been gathered by any Individ uni ama­ 
teur.” 
It has been estimated at 110,-

may exist. 


Copying Wasp Pottery. 


The wasps of the family Eunmenl- 
dne are known as potter-wasps, and 
store up caterpillars, saw-fly larvae, 
and the larvae of beetles. They form 
globular cells of clay or sand which 
are attached by a small pedestal to 
some twig. 
They are filled full of 
caterpillars in just the same way that 
the nmd-daubers fill their cells with 
spiders, and a single egg is placed In 
each cell. Prof. O. T. Mason says that 
certain beautifully shaped Indian ves­ 
sels and baskets have precisely the 
form of these cells, and be thinks the 
observant aborigines may have delib­ 
erately copied the insects design.

SEC. H E R K IN D E R E N W R ITE S 
James Cledon has received the fol­ 
lowing interesting letter from J. Der 
Kinderon, former Y. M. C. A. secre­ 
tary here: 
I wish you were here today and we 
Would take atV after dinner walk 
through the woods of old England. 
I have thought of you a lot and since 
being here and seqing what this end 
of the work is like, have wished time 
and again that you were here. 
At 
times the work is pretty busy» when 
you have a line of .people waiting to 
be served, u line 300 feet long which, 
despite your best efforts, seems to 
get no shorter, then after a few hours 
of that sort of thing one gets a little 
bit unstrung and irritable. 
It is great work. 
We saw some­ 
thing of it the day we spent in Camp 
Grant. 
We iiave the crowd 4 here 
and do much the same work, only 
it is hard for us to get supplies at 
times and as yet we do not have the 
good buildings in which to work. 
Maybe I told you that I am in the 
construction part of the work; am 
at present assistant to the man in 
charge of the buildings in this area. 
Next week we finish two huts 9 2 by 
28 feet. 
One other the same size is 
gomg up while out of my window as 
I write I see a couple huts tit) by 
100 of brick and concrete nearly 
done. 
One just like it is going up 
only a short distance from here. 
To 
get all the material to these places 
and keep all of the jobs going is my 
job. 
I like it very much. 
It gives 
one a lot of outtloor work and I get 
to see the country all around here. 
We have-one three-ton lorry that for 
every day this month has averaged 
7 5 miles per day and hauled from 
one to three loads. 
Now we have a 
second lorry and are to get two more 
if the plans under consideration go 
through. 
They call for three build­ 
ing* 100 by 252 each to be used for! 
recreation purposes. 
My chief is in j 
London; comes home tonight and 
I meet him with our 
Have 
learned to .drive a Ford anaiK truck 
here. 
I am not careless but put the pap­ 
er in backwards so I 
could 
write 
more on it. 
Paper is scarce here. 
When I was first in Engfimd we wrere 
not busy so I got permission •to go 
to France? 
After I had my ticket 
and baggage checked and all, was 
persuaded to stay here a while to 
help build huts, for men to do that 
sort of work were scarce. 
Since 
then I have felt as if I would be 
running away from my job if I went. 
In the winter when it is wet and 
rainy it is a real service to have a 
dry, warm place for the hoys toj¡f 
come in which to serve them. There-12 
fore, I am here at this work for the!^ 
present. 
I am in a rest camp w here J 
the troops that come through England 
stay a few days for rest, etc. 
At 
times we have a lot of them, then for 
days wre have only a few. 
W e do 
not get to know them very well but 
touch a lot of the boy3. 
We have 
movies now and they are very wel­ 
come. 
Have to use acetylene gas 
but it works fairly welj. 
Then there 
are a lot of concert companies from 
the neighboring towns that come in 
to give eatertulamggts'tor. 
jbo^s. 


Bomu of them aro mighty good. 
1 have not seen any Dixon boys. 
Have met a few of the boys I know. 
It is as much a treat for us to meet 
them as it is for them to meet us, I 
think. 
The English people around hero 
are mighty friendly. 
There are very 
few men but the women help a lot 
in the canteen. 
We get invited out 
to tea and play tennis. 
Most folks 
have their own tennis courts. 
I 
have played a few- games. 
One day 
we stopped at a house in the yard of 
which was an apple tree, full of 
fruit, to ask if we might get some 
apples. 
The lady said certainly we 
might have them. 
Shake 
them 
down. 
I shook the tree from the 
ground but none fell. 
“ I will call 
the gardener,” she said. 
“ Never 
mind.” said I, and climbed the tree 
and shook down some fruit. 
She 
apologized for the poor quality and 
said if we would call the- following 
week we might have a basketful of 
better ones. 
It so happened that wo 
did not get back so one day as we 
were putting on a load of lumber near 
there she came by in her car and 
sent for rhe to come over. 
I went 
and she reminded me of the apples 
and said that they were ready for 
us. 
W e stopped on our way home 
and got about a half bushel of apples 
and with them an invitation to din­ 
ner 
Mac, my chief, and I went over 
last Sunday and had a real dinner 
with a butler to wait on the table 
for us. 
Hope we can go again. 
Had to turn down an invitation 
for dinner today because I just had 
to write letters. 
You 
must 
know 
liovv I like a real dinner so must 
appreciate what heroism I exercised 
when I said “ no” to a good feed and 
am writing letters. 


I am expecting to go on to France 
some time in the future, soon as the 
woik is done a little bit more. 
One 
of the Y men who was here and 
went to France was back on his way 
home. 
He was along 
the 
Marne 
when the Americans got In their good 
work. 
What he said makes one 
proud of the fine work our soldiers 
have done. 
They have the Huns 
licked and it is only now a question 
of tline until the end coines 
I am sending you a picture in 
which you may bo able to recognize 
me. 
Also 1 enclose a bit of heather 
I picked up on the moor. 
I like the 
work and like England, but I pre- 
for the U. S. A. 
We have about a 
dozen Red Cross nurses here and 
two American girls in our Y work. 
They are both good sports. 
Let me 
hear from you. 
Remember me to 
the men I know. 
How I wish h 
could get into a game of volley ball 
with the bunch. 
Good-bye and good 
luck, old fellow.

ever, 
your 
friend.

To Ado rn Fabrics. 
Gold and colored p owder» can b e ap ­ 
p lied b y p ad and stencil p rocess on 
thin fab rics so as to make attractive 
designs in the following way: Silk or 
cotton p owder is sp rinkled on a tab le, 
and oh it Is laid the tissue, held lu a 
frame or otherwise. A zinc stencil is 
laid oti, then a mordant or other ad­ 
hesive sub stance Is ap p lied, this b eing 
u p aste made of rye flour, gelatin, gly­ 
cerin and other sub stances. The sten­ 
cil is raised, then the fab ric is lifted 
off the b ed of p owder. 
Gold p owder, 
etc., is then sifted up on the surface, 
and it adheres to the stencil design, 
p roducing very attractive effects, flow­ 
ers or emb roidery m otifs; gold sp an­ 
gles, even of rather large size, can also 
b e ap p lied.

Another Sugar Saver. 
“Several years ago we received a 
» mall samp le p ackage of sugar-b eet 
seed,” writes a sub scrib er in the Wom­ 
an’s Home Comp anion. 
“We have a 
little ex tra » p ace in our garden, so we 
p lanted It. Ab out harvest time I visited 
a sugar-b eet factory and what I saw 
gave me the following idea, which 
p roved so successful in saving sugar 
that we have always raised u few sugar 
b eets. 
Wash and scrub every p article 
of dirt from the b eets, cut in small 
p ieces and till dishp un or very large 
kettle. Cover with cold w ater and b oil 
until b eets are very soft. 
Strain Into 
another p an and cook sirup down until 
the desired consistency Is ob tained, b e­ 
ing careful to skim all Imp urities from 
the sirup as it b oils. Add a few drop s 
of map leine to give color and flavor 
of map le sugar. Cool and b ottle. This 
last fall we made several gallons of 
sirup at p ractically no cost.” 


Linoleum Sub stitute. 
To make a carp et resemb le lino­ 
leum, first sp read over the reverse side 
ordinary hot water starch, made rath­ 
er thin and quite free from lump s. 
This p revents the p aint from soaking 
into the fib ers of the carp et. 
When 
the layer of starch Is quite dry, any 
color of p aint can b e used. It is b est 
to nnll the carp ets down b efore com­ 
mencing op erations, as it is easier to 
handle when firm and gives a smooth­ 
er result. 
If a light color Is desired 
more than one coat of p aint may b e 
required. 
Just 
the 
usual 
common 
p aint made up b y the p ainter and sold 
b y the p ound does very well. 
When 
the carp et is thoroughly dry und has 
b een in use for some time it can b e 
washed in the same way as linoleum. 
A fresh coat of p aint can b e added 
when necessary, p erhap s once a year 
or so.

Sib eria’s Frozen Well. 
Scientists have for years b een p er­ 
p lex ed over the wonderful frozen well 
tu Yaktutsk, Sib eria. As long ago as 
1822 it was announced that the ground 
was frozen to an ab normal dep th at 
the p lace referred to. 
In the sum­ 
mer of 1825 a Russian merchant set 
a gang of na*u to the task of ascer­ 
taining the dep th of the frozen strat­ 
um. 
They gave up the job after dig­ 
ging 30 feet in solidly frozen ground. 
The Russian Academy of Science took 
the matter In hand and b etween 1838 
and 1844 dug to a dep th of 382 feet, 
and then ab andoned the shaft b ecause 
the earth was still frozen os hard as 
a rock. 


Historic Signals. 
Our b ooks on naval history which 
gLve, in terms of tlags, Nelson’s signal 
at Trafalgar, will have to b e b rought 
up to date to include, in Morse dots 
and dashes, the immortal “St. George 
for England” of Zeeb rugge. 
Our Jap ­ 
anese allies will b e the first to note 
the flue watchword, for Togo, an in­ 
tense adm irer of Nelson, emp loyed a 
variant of the T rafalgar signal In the 
great sea b attle with Russia. 
Said he 
in his rep ort: “I ran up this signal 
for all the ship s In eight—‘The fate of 
the emp ire dep ends up on this event; 
every man Is ex p ected to do his ut­ 
most.’ ” 


Queb ec, “Cradle of New France.” 
W hat a wealth of romance and le­ 
gend surrounds the ancient city of 
Queb ec. To wander among Its narrow 
streets, to visit Its historic houses, to 
make a p ilgrimage to its venerab le 
shrines and landmarks transp orts one 
for the moment b ack to the days of 
the grand seigneurs of New France. 
Here were laid the scenes of Sir Gil­

all of racing homer stock, sent from 
here are useful only for b reeding. 
When ten weeks old, the “squeakers,” 
as the young b irds are called, are ab le 
to fly, and their training b egins. They 
are taken from the lofts and left alone 
to get the first “mental p hotograp h” 
of their surroundings. 
If frightened 
at this time they may b ecome useless. 
Afterward come daily flights, b eginning 
with one mile and gradually Increased. 


How Vessels Sink. 
Nearly every class or design of vessel 
is said to sink in a p articular way. For 
Instance, the old-typ e of single-b ottom 
steam er, with few or no b ulkheads, al­ 
most Invariab ly founders on more or 
less of an even keel, which means that 
they sink level. The case of a modern 
vessel, which is b uilt with numerous 
sub divisions, founders with her b ow or 
stern high out of w ater; or with a 
heavy ¡1st to one side. The b ulkheads 
p revent the water which enters the 
vessel from finding the level, conse­ 
quently when one p articular p ortion of 
the ship is full of water, while the re­ 
mainder is p ractically water-tight, that 
p art which is water-laden sinks first. 


The Door of Tears. 
The main entrance To Bellevue hos­ 
p ital at New York Is called the “Door 
of Tears.” 
Millions and millions of 
tears are said to have b een shed here. 
It Is through these doors that friends 
and relatives of p atients call to ask for 
them. 
It is here that visitors to the 
hosp ital are given directions for reach­ 
ing certain p arts of the maze of b uild­ 
ings that form the hosp ital. *It is here 
that the good tidings or b ad of the con­ 
dition of the p atients within are ob ­ 
tained. 
It Is here that one smiles or 
drop s u tear. 
Thousands of p ersons 
who have knocked at the door with 
high hop es have gone away weep ing. 


Searchlights on the Sea. 
Ranges 
of 
electrical 
searchlights 
vary, from b etween 1,000 to 2,000 yards 
In foggy weather to 10,000 yards or 
more when the air is very clear. The 
average range is ap p rox imately 0,000 
yards, b ut there are cases on record 
where ship s have b een sp otted at a 
distance of nine miles. These figures 
are b ased on a 60-inch mirror and a 
2 0,000-watt arc and are accurate.— 
Pop ular Science Monthly.
